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MIBMANAGEMENT OF THE STATE
TREASURY.,

Tux legislative investigation into the manner
in which the State Treasury has been man.
aged promises to be more complete than was
at first anticipated. Mr. Mackey, the out.
going Treasurer, was on the witness stand
yeslerday, and his answers to various interro-
gatories were in themselves sufficient to de-
monstrate the demoralizing and unjust
nature of the present system, and to clearly
indioats the necessity of aweeping reforms.

Ono of the firat questions asked wa« in
rogard to the amount of the present balunco,
whioh he stated to bo about #1,700,000; and
as at least a million dollars of this sum
might as well have been appropriated to
the reduction of the indebtadness of the State,
there ia an evident annual losa to the tax-
payers of $00,000 in this one item alone,
The subsequent answers prove that while the
people lose a large amount of interest, this
losa enures to the profit of such banksand
bankers as are fortunate enough to win the
favor of the Treasurer, The committes dis.
played no little anxiety to learn whether the
seloctions of that official were influenced by
personal pecuniary considerations, but on this
point Mr. Mackey was oxtremely reticent, s
will be seen by the following extracls from
the testimony:—

State is scattered over the Commonwealth in
a decidedly loose mauner; that two of the
depositaries are acknowledged to be insolvent; |
sud that the balances handed over to Mr. |
Mackey by his predecessor consisted of a |
miscellansous assortment of “‘moneys in
banks, ﬂighl cheoks, and some olher Hf{.h’f‘.‘.-i,"
whick the witness was not prepared to de-
seribe in detail,

This statement is by no means gratifying
to taxpayers. It plainly proves that the Trea-
gury is managed in the interest of banls,
bankers, and the Treasurer, rather than in
the interest of the people; that balances are
suffered to accumulate nunnecessarily, as if
for the express purpose of enriching officials
and their favorites; and while some positive
losses (exclusive of interest) have already
oocourred through this loose system, a com-
meroial revalsion might swell the aggregale
of these deficiencies to a large sum,

It will be easy for the legislaiors, if they
are earnestly devoled to reform, to devise a
romedy for nearly all these evils, and we trust
that the present investigation will result not
merely in the oxposure of a wrong, but in the
prompt application of a remedy.

A prur has been introduoed in the Legisla-
ture to grant the Thirteenth and Fifteenth
Btreets Kailway Company permission to lay a
single track on Liooust street, so that & con-
poection can be made on the evenings when
the Aoademy of Music and Horticultural Hall
are oocupied, for the benefit of the audiences
in attendanoe at those places.

ALMOST A REALITY.

Tur Legislature of Georgla yesterday gave
its assent to the proposed fiftecnth amend.
ment to the Federal Oonstitution. It is grati-
fying to rend that the majority in each house
was 50 overwholming that, even if the mem-
bers recently unseated had been in their
places and voted solidly against the amend-
ment, it would atill have received a largo ma-
jority. This favorable sction of Goorgia
gwells the list of States whioh have ratified
the amendment to twenty-eight, the full
number required to make it a part of the
fundamental law of the land.

But there are a few hitches to be remedied
before it can be proclaimed as such. Kansas,
which was the first State to attempt the rati-
fieation, did her work imperfectly, and was
obliged to do it over again, after the lapse of
nearly a year from the time of her first action.
One branch of the Legislature has already
remedied the defective ratifiontion, and it is
posasible that the other has done so, although
we have not a8 yet been advised of the fact
by telegraph. The sotion of Iowa is also in-
complete, ench of the two houses having
passed a resolution of ratification, and each
demanding that the other shall abandon ils
initintory action and concur in the resolutions
of the other, This looks all vary well from
the standpoint of dignity, but if Iowa desires
to maintain her reputation as one of the mos!

| liberal and progressive Commonwealths in

the Union, she will patch up this difficulty
without farther delay, and put the amendment
at rest, as far as it lies in her power to do so.

Nebraska and Texas are yet to aot upon the

[ amendment, and there can be no possible

doubt as to the action of each of them, the
Legislature of the former being largely Re-
publican, while that of the latter will unques-
tionably comply with the conditions of resto-
ration establishod by Congress.

A coop thing was scarcely looked for out
of Tennessee, but a good thing has come out
of ‘Iennessee, Tor all that, We have received
by mail an ountline of the speech made by the
Hon. A. O, P. Nicholson in tha State Consti-
tuticnal Convention in favor of securing the
elective franchise to the negro race by consti-
tutione!l enactment, Mr., Nicholson, at the

ontbresk of the war, was the collengue of An.
drew Johnson in the Benate, and strove zoul-

ously to avert the threatened conflict. His
labor wos in vain, and, like many another
Southern lender from whom a wiser course
might have been expected, espoused the
canse of secession, when he found himself
powerless to contend against it, But, since
the war, he has been an earnest advooate of
peace and harmony, and his address to the
Constitntional Convention of Tennessee
thows that he thoroughly understands and
accepts the situation, He points out to the
copstitution makers of the State the faot that
a great and powerful government has deoreed
that the negro shall poss#sa the ballot, and
asks them what they propose to do to prevent
it. This is asound argument, but it is not
the soundest that Mr. Nicholson brings to

stake in giving to the negro the right to
vote? Have you not acknowledged that he
is free in the bill of rights? Would it be just
to tax the colored people and not allow them
the hallot?

Rollins as she had fallen from her chair,
with the Imhrr in her arms, and crying at the
sight of the blood pouring from her wounds.
